the assembly decide not to send these 
overtures to the t ommittee on judi- 
ciary, to recall those that had already 
been sent there. Ho desired to correct 
Dr. Booth's figures, and stated that in- 
stead of 50 or 60 overtures already be- 
fore the committee, there were but 12 
or 15. The action of the committee on 
this question was not unanimous, ho 
explained, but an overwhelming ma- 
jority had voted that way. 


Judge Wills of Gt ttysburg was next 


recognized, and addressed the assembly 
with great earnestness. He said that 
in his opinion it wan the duty of the 
committee on bills and overtures to 
take these documents, which come up 
from the presbyteries, bearing on both 
sides of the case iu ijtiestion, and to re- 
mand them back So the piesbyteriea 
with a rebuke. No court in the land, 
he said, would permit itself to bo in- 
fluenced by briefs, appeals and petitions 
from counsel and friends of the parties 
in the case. 


The moderator's even and exact judi- 
cial eye nest fell on Dr. Herrick John- 
son of McCormick tl eological feminary, 
Chicago, one of the foremost Briggs 
leaders in the body. "It is not a ques- 
tion of interpretation of tho law," he 
said, "that these overtures present. 
They only ask a reference to tho synod 
of the case if it is found to be advisa- 
ble. This determination may be prop- 
erly reached by act on on these over- 
tures." 


Elder Erulaly of Cincinnati—I rise to 


a point of order. There is no case o'.' 
reference before the assembly. 


The moderator was loath to enforce 


the point of order, stating that it did 
not seem to bear upon the matter which 
Dr. Johnson was discussing, and the 
latter proceeded. He said it was a 
question of judgmei t to be determined 
by the assembly upon the question of 
expediency in the case. 


Elder Endaly—"What case? 
Dr. Johnson—Any case that may

The Rev. Thomas 0. Hall of Chicago 


loomed up in the" middle aisle and his 
appearance evoked a storm of applause 
which showed that the Briggs eleme_nl 
in the assembly was by no means an in- 
considerable one. "Precedents and 
practices in civil courts,'' his clear voice 
rang out like a bugle, "have no weight 
with us. Ko court would have taken 
up the prosecution o: an innocent man 
(applause). 
Eccleciistical precedents 


are overwhelmingly in favor of the 
right of petition. It is a right that 
every citizen possesses." (Applause.) 
Dr. Young, in concluding tho disct 


pion, which was cut short by the arrival 
of the hour for the consideration of a 
special order, although efforts were 
made to continue i t for a quarter of an 
hour, stated that the committee had no 
fceal in this matter, unless it was for 
consistency of action on the part of the 
general assembly. 


The recommendation of the commit- 


tee as to the disposition of the overtures 
was then adopted by a decisive vote in 
the majority. 


Afternooa Session. 


At no time since the general assembly 
began its session in this city has there 
been so large an attendance as there 
was in the afternoon when Dr. Craig 
called the assembly together. It was 
generally known that the report of the 
judicial committee in the Briggs casa 


was tho special order, and this was 
sufficient to pack tho bouse almost tc 
suffocation. 
Dr. Briggs made his first appearance 


on the floor. He occxipied a chair im- 
mediately in front of the pulpit and to 
the right" <>t' the moderator. Just to hia 
right ~sat .Rev. O- W. F. Birch, chair- 
man of the prosecuting committee, 
while in the main aisle, just behind 
Drs. Briggs and Birch, sat Mr. J. J. 
McCook, a leading member of the pros- 
ecuting committee. 
Dr. Briggs sat 
quietly throughout thu preliminary 
proceedings, and as Dr. Baker read 
from the report, from time to time took 
notfs as quietly an if. instead of being 
the central figure, li« was at most coun- 
sel of the man undo:; religions indict- 
ment. 


Before the reading of the report be- 


gan Mr. McDorjRitll 
o£ Cincinnati 


The minority report was re.id by the 
Rev. S. J. NicuJls, D. D . ot St. Louis. 
He stud hokum* that in making a mi- 
nority icport he and his associate's w( ro 
under suspicion already a.s appearing to 
oppose the appeal. This wus not th-ir 
attitude; they were not antagonizing 
the claim of pmver in tho assembly to 
entertain the appeal. 


The minority report wpt tbei read. 


It recommends that the mnjontyrpprrt 
uo amended by striking out all Ihat iol- 
lows beginning with the recommenda- 
tion that the appeal b.; entertained and 
issued, and substituting the following: 
''We find the appeal in order and rec- 
commend Ihat the parties be appointed 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
book of discipline. Among the reasons 
for this, it is stated, that tlio majority 
report, by recommending thnt the ap- 
peal be entertained anil issued, pre- 
judges tbe same by advising the assem- 
bly to do what the book ot discipline 
says, shall be determined only after ap- 
peals have been heard. It is further 
declared thac the majority report is 
contrary to both the letter and -pint ol 
the book of discipline and for that and 
other reasons recited should be amend- 
el." The minority report is signed by 
Messrs Myres. Stebbius and Nicolla. 


Commenting npon tho report, Dr. 
Nicolls said: 
The minority did not 


differ in principle from tho majority. 
They were ready to have the ca,so tried 
by 
the 
assembly. Tho committee 


divided upon the meaning of the word 
"Appeal." to which lie called attention. 
The nifijoiity report fixed lor the as- 
sembly th<> vary form of the verdict 
which it was to be asked t:> reach. 


This tlift minority thought was nol 
regular nor in coint'orrnity to law. If 
the majority repoit should be adopted, 
the assembly would thereby have prac- 
tically declared itself upon the case be- 
fore the parties had been heard. The 
minority did not deem it proper to pre- 
judge the case, and therefore refrained 
from bringing in their individual opin- 
ions to influence tho assembly. Tho 
case should not bo weighted with a pre- 
jndgmcnt of tho judicial committee—to 
that the minority ohjcrtfd. 


Some time was occupied i-i consider-

RAN INTO. 


Two CuiH Wrecked UIH! a DisnsU-ons Fire

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., May 
2-1 —An oil 


train was standing on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad bridge south of this 
city, while the engine was being txarned. 
Another tram came along and plunged 
into the standing train, derailing two 
oil cars. The oil took fire ond tho cars 
burned with a fearful heat, destroying 
the budgo. 
The burning oil, us it 


flowed duwn the stream causiid some 
alarm, but did no damage. 


Tlio bridge is of iron and it became 


redhot. It was twisted and warped 
out of bhapo, utterly ruining tho struc- 
ture. The passenger tram is held here 
and communication with the main line 
will be cut off for weeks. Tho losa is 
about $20,000. Ezra Cunningham who 
had charge of the train that ran into 
the standing train wafo following il, 
closely.

of men were tearing down (he old 
"Western Union building at the corner 
ot La Salle and Washington streets, a 
chute in wh.c'h bricks, mortar and other 
debris was being soul, to the basement, 
gave way carrying with it the flooring 
and timbers of tho fiist story aud hurl- 
ing the entire mass on the men beneath. 
Four men were buried in the debris, all 
of whom were more or less cut and 
bruised. The most seriously injured is 
Frank McDonald, whose leg was broken. 
Forfcuniitely Iho height of the fall was 
not great otherwise, not one of the men 
would have escaped alive.

Jakr 
Bavish was, killed inst.intly, An Itdl 
ian, named Mike, was jaught by a steel 
beam and crushed to death. It recrnired 
jacks to lift the beam from his body 
which was horribly crushed. Tommy 
McGucc had both legs and back broken 
and will die. Another unknown man 
was severely'injured, but will recaver. 
The steel cupola is a tjtal wreck. 


A SLaffulding at tlie New Bradley 


building, turner ot Erie nnd Superior 
streets, was blown dov\ n and four men 
were injured: William O'Neill, Miles 
Johnson. Michael ilurphy and Michael 
Hughes. The injured were taken to a 
hospital,

The Humming of Tulcijr.iph IVlrcs. 


You luvvo all IicarJ tho humming and 


singing o£ tclesrauhand telephone wires 
ns you pubscil the poles along tbo streets. 
No dotibfc yon have concluded that it is 
caused by tho action of the wind on tho 
•\viics and given it no further thought. 
But it H not true that tho singing 13 
caused by tbo wind, and if' you are at all 
observing yon v, ill notice that often the 
humming sound is to bo heard cold win- 
ter mornings when the smoke from chim- 
neys goes straight up until it is lost in the 
clouds, and when tho frost, on tho wires 
is as fuzzy and thick as a rDll of chenille 
fringe. 


The wind has nothing to do with the 


sound, and according to an Austrian 
scientist tho vibrations aro duo to tho 
changes of atmospheric temperature 
and especially through the action of 
cold, as a lowering of temperature in- 
duces a shortening of the wires extend- 
ing over tho vcliolo of tho conductor. A 
considerable amount of friction is pro- 
duced on tbo supporting bells, thus in- 
ducing sounds both in the wires and tho 
poles. 


"When this bumming has been going 


on, birds have mistaken the sound for in- 
sects inside tho .poles and have been 
seen to peck with their bills on the ont 
eido as they do upon tho apple and otbes 
trees.—Boston Journal of Commerce.

Eartho,uak8proguosticationsiid,vebeen 


recorded as coming trno in not a few m- 
etanccsj but thcro is reason to behove 
that the fulfillmc nt oi tho prophecies waa 
purely accidental. Seismologists arc not 
likely lo give Professor Palb much credit 
for piescience. They will say ho merely 
happened to foretell -\vliat was coming. 


We may, to be sin,3, predict earth- 


quakes in eotne regions with a good deal 
of confidence tliat tho prognostication 
will come true. If we predict, for in- 
stance, that an earthquake or earth 
tremors will bo felt in Japan tomorrow, 
the chances air-that the prediction will 
come true, for ono or two earth move- 
ments on an average are felt in that 
country every day, but we cannot tell 
exactly where they will occur or what 
degree of violence they will exhibit. 


Tho greatest boon which could be con- 


ferred ufron regions that arc. subject to 
violent earthquake shocks would bo tho 
ihscovery of sonio means of foretelling 
Uie coming of these terrible calamities 
.Tor years .-.eismologi&ts have given then 
most earnest attention to this pioblem, 
but it car-iot be said that they havo 
made much progress. Professor John 
Milne says that ho uud 3'is assistants 
have spent years in observing tho earth.- 
cuake pbenome la of Japan, but they 
have never yet succeeded in foretellin 
the coming of an earthquake.—New 
York Sun.

A considerable amount of anxiety has 


recently been caused, especially among 
corporations conl rolling waterworks, by 
tho discovery that tho passage of electric 
cais has a tendency to seriously injure 
tho water pipes cf a city by causing elec- 
trolysis. At a meeting of a waterworks 
association an electrical engineer stated 
tha" in some casi's under his observation 
lead pipe had entirely disappeared by the 
action of the eloctric current, and a like 
result had attended tho use of iron, gal- 
vanized iron, brass and "rustless" pipes. 


The coi robivo action takes place where 


the current leaves the pipe and not 
where it enters it, and the phenomena 
mentioned w ere undoubtedly owing to 
the operation of 2lectiic cats. It is sat- 
isfactory to know th3t should tho clcc- 


ljbis of water pipes become so serious 


a question as it is thought by somo it 
uuij, a certain remedj, although it 
would incieaso tho cost of water inst.il- 
latinns, would bo the insulation of the 
conduit-.—Chicago Herald.
